What 
we want are birds that are not affected 
by our wet climate, so that we must get 
somethi ing better than the Leghorn and 
Wvandotte No douht if we keep the 
pullets eonstantly cor@ ned. it should help, 
but even then’ Leghorns are. not at their 
best in-wet weather. We have ín the old 
Plymouth’ Rock a really hardy bird that 
does not mind the weather.

War, met with an overwhelming deat in. 


a beautiful bay of their native country: 
This was the wréck of the Sea Horse 
at Tramore in 1816, when, of 393 persons 
on board, only twenty-nine men were 
saved. 

These soldiers belonged to the 2nd 
Battalion of the 59th Nottinghamshire 


Regiment of Foot (mow the 2nd East | 


Lancashires), which was nicknamed ‘ The 
Lilywhites’’ on account of its white 
facings. Raised among the dales of 
Derbyshire in 1804 for the duration of the 
Napoleonic War, -this battalion served 
four years in Ireland” and the Channel 
Islands, and then went to Spain, where 
it bore the horrors of the retreat to 
Corunna battlefield in 1809 and, 
same year, campaigned in plague-stricken 
Waleheren Island in Fianders. Having 
spent three years at home, the battalion 
returned to the Peninsula and was 759 
strong at the Battle of Vittoria in 1815. 
Soon afterwards it lost 362 soldiers in the 
desperate storming of San Sebastian, and, 
after it had fought at the battles of Nivelle 
and Nive, only 268-soldiers were left to 
take part in the Siege of Bayonne in 1814. 
This battalion won four Battle Honours— 
‘*Corunna,”’ ‘‘ Vittoria,’’ “San Sebastian 
and ‘‘ Nive ’’which now adorn the 
Colours of the East Lancashire Regiment. 


WELLINGTON'S ARMY. 

The epic period of the old British Line 
regiments was during the Peninsular 
Campaign, in that long war for national 
security. Those were the days of Jonz 
marches, hand-to-hand fighting and 
changing camps, of uncertain rations and 
ragged uniforms. For that small army 
there was no lack of recruits who were 
mentally, as well as physically, fitted for 
campaigning, and were content to grow 
urey in military service. In the ranks ol 
every battalion the middle classes were 
represented by volunteers, who formed the 
“‘forlorn hope ” storming parties for the 
sake of the officer’s epaulette which was 
the reward of every, if any, survivor. 
The battalions wereerendered. ‘almost im- 
vincible. by their ~ composition — the 
stubborn strength of the English shires 
and the desperate devotion of Southern 
Ireland. To the soldiers who lived and 
died together therein, those old, self-con- 
tained regiments meant home, famiiy, 
everything. 

A regiment on the. march was then a 
great sight, from the Light Company men— 
with their shoulder-wings—in the van, to 
the baggage waggons bearing the soldiers’ 
wives in the rear. After the drums and 
fifes, the Colonel rode before the tall 
Grenadiers In tiieir fur caps, and then 
ceme the long column of ‘companies, in 
th: centre of which—guarded by sergeants’ 
halberds—two ensigns bore the war-worn 
Colours whose -inscrolled names of old 
victories spoke volumes of tradition to ‘he 
men when fighting beneath them. At that 
time the fighting equipment of the British 
soldier had hardly ‘changed since the 
Battle of Blenheim. The musket was the 
old muzgle-loading “Brown Bess,” and 
the bayonet that decided so many of 
Wellington’s victories was the traditional 
grooved spike, prejecting from a _ socket 
which fitted over the musket barrel. A 
breast-plate (bearing the  regrmental 
number and county-title) united white 
cross-belts which sustained the pouch for 
power and hall on the richt and bayonet 
scabbard on the left, over which were 
slung a wooden canteen and canvas 
haversack, while the knapsack, containing 
the soidier’s worldly goods, was strapped 
on behind. The shako was a high, black 
felt cap, with leather peak, brass plate, 
side tuft and white cords. The short, red 
coat had a-high stock, tufted shoulder- 
straps and buttoned cuffs (all white for 
the 59th), and horizontal bars of white 
Jace covered the breast of the jacket. 
Grey trousers completed a uniform which 
did more for the soldier’s appearance than 
for his comfort. 


WATERLOO AND TRAMORE. 


In the spring of 1815 the 2nd Battalion 
of the 59th Foot was reported as unfit for 
any but garrison duties—being young, 
half-trained, and under 500 strong. At 
this time most of the soldiers were Irish, 
and twelve of the officers bore Scots or 
Ulster names. Two months later, however, 
the battalion (mustering 461 bayonets and 
34 officers. under Colone] Austin) shared 
in the Battle of Waterloo by being m 
reserve at Halle, and only two privates 
were wounded. In the next week the 
battalion was at the capture of Cambrai, 
and it was in the Occupation of Paris 
until the end of the year. 

Early in 1816 there embarked at Rams- 

gate for Ireland sixteen officers and 287 
soldiers of the . Second. - Fifty-ninth 
n“ ' from the 
wars), with thirty-three women and 
tiic,-cigut chi.cremj~on bóard the Sea 
Horse—a headquarters transport with a 
crew of eighteem sailors under a naval 
lieutenant. After a five days’ voyage a 
ravine storm drove the Sea Horse 
into Tramove+ Bay, and the ship” sank 
within a mile of the shore at .12 noon on 
Tuesday, the 30th January, 1816. In that 
shallow bay, three miles wide, an awful, 
but heroic, scene took place, as the doomed 
men tried te swim or float on rafts made 
of spars amidst mountainous waves, and 
seven ramore villagers tried to save 
them. Only four subaltern officers’ and 
twenty-five men reached the rocks 
safely, and 364 persons were drowned— 
twélve officers and 262 men, with all their 
wives and families, and the sailors. 
’ The incoming tide and the strand were 
speckled with scarlet as the dead were 
washed ashore, and the red-coats were 
buried at the entrance to the Sand Hills 
(a prehistoric dwelling) on the crest of the 
beach, almost surrounded by the sea, two 
miles down the Great Strand of Tramore. 
There lie seven young Scottish officers— 
Major Douglas, Captain MacGregor, 
Lieutenants Scott and Geddes and 
Gillespie, Ensign Ross, and Quartermaster 
Baird (aged thirty-eight years, and the 
oldest of them all). At ~ military 
funeral were no flag-d coffi..s and 
gun-carriages, “mo muffled “drhms' and 
bugle call of Last Post. The crash of the 
farewell volley was replaced by the boom 
of the surf along the sands, and, instead of 
a column of soldiers escorting a comrade 
to his grave, a few veterans. mourned the 
death of their regiment. 
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All geods were lost, including ‘the Mess* 


plate, valued at some £2,000, and the war- 
chests were rifled by the peasantry. The 
rest of the battalion; ‘sailing from Dover 


on board the Lerd Melville; was driven - 


ashore. near the Old Head of Kinsale on 
the same night of the 30th, but most of the 
400 persons on hoard were saved: All the 
survivors were ttansferréd to thé 
50th Foot, then in India.

Wednesday evening successfully presented 
Sutton Vane’s play, ‘‘ Outward Bound.”’ 
‘hey scored a de imte triumph, for their 
task was no light one. In addition to 
interpreting a highly involved play, 
containing much psychological discussion 
between characters who are inclined to 
indulge in intellectual gymnastics, and 
whose theories on life and the after-life 
are more notable for their ingenuity than 
their logic, they had even to make their 
own “props” and scenery. The play had 
a splendid reception, as it richly merited, 
and the Society have been asked to give 
at least one repeat performance. The Kev. 
Sidney P. Whitehouse, the Minister of 
All Souls’ Church; was the producer, and 
much of the success was due to his ability 
and experience. This is the most 
ambitious bid that the Society has made.

Only a week ago his 
inimitable comedy, “ The Drone,”’ was 
being played in the Gaiety Theatre by the 
Ulster Players, and in the production he 
took, as usual, one of the leading parte. 
Of course, Mr. Mayne is known much 
better to Dublin audiences as an actor 
than as a playwright. His Brutus Jones 
in the Dublin Drama League production of 
Eugene O’Neill’s ‘‘The Emperor Jones ” 
was one of the finest pieces of acting seen 
here for some time. 

He is, howéver, already represented in 
the Abbey repertory by a little one-act 
play called “ Red Turf,’’ which was pro- 
duced by the. Abbey School of Acting on 
December 17th, 1911, while the principal 
company was touring in the United States. 
This little play has not been seen often 
since ; so a new play by Mr. Mayne at the 
Abbey will be welcomed. The new comedy 
is entitled ‘‘ Peter,”’ and it is said to be 
a comedy of a kind unusual at the Abbey, 
inasmuch as it will include dancing. 


The Pipe-Cleaner. 


Calling one evening upon one of my 
friends, 1 discovered him seated at a table 
upon which a newspaper was spread, with 
a battery of old pipes about him, an old 
‘*eut-throat ” razor, and several boxes of 
matches. In the fire which glowed beside 
him I observed two or three long pieces of 
wire, heating. The mise en scéne was 
reminiscent of the cabinet of a medieval 
magician, and one could have imagined 
him about the preparation of some sinister 
formula to aid a dark revenge or win a 
guilty fortune. Nothing, however, so 
romantic was afoot. He was, he told me, 
merely undertaking a job which occupied 
him once every six months, that of 
cleaning his pipes. Interested, I awaited 
the issue. First, with the razor, he neatly 
decapitated the matches and placed about 
a dozen of the heads in the bowl of every 
pipe. He then opened a drawer, 
exhibiting a collection of old corks from 
which he selected such as seemed likely to 
fit tightly into the bowls, and pared them 
with the steel till they were quite satis- 
factory. When the match heads had been 
firmly stuffed down with the corks, he 
extracted a wire red-hot from the fire and 
worked it through until the heat ignited 
the phosphorus, which, exploding, drove 
out by the shank a concentrated mass of 
accumulated nicotine. This necromantic 
performance was repeated with every pipe, 
and they were then run through with the 
orthodox cleaner and laid up against the 
morrow, with a tiny sup of whiskey 
to put body in them. This method, my 
friend assured me, is the best possible way 
to keep a friendly pipe well seasoned and 
a joy to smoke.

The name of Swan Hennessy, musical 
composer, who died recently in Paris, is 
one that should not pass unrecorded in 
this country. Born in America, but of 
Irish parentage, he received his musical 
education in Stuttgart Conservatoire, and 
after travelling for some years on the 
Continent settled finally in Paris, where 
the greatest number of his works were 
produced. He was a prolific composer, 
writing chiefly for the piano, but also for 
stringed instruments. At the Celtic Con- 
gress held in Paris a few years ago, one 
of his Quartets was performed under the 
leadership of Mr. Arthur Dariey. His 
works were frequently given in Paris; and 
in Germany, as in France, his talent was 
recognised, and he received very apprecia- 
tive tributes from the Press of both 
countries. 

In the early stages his work shows fhe 
influence of Schumann, as later of the 
modern Irish school, while during the last 
few years he had devoted his attention 
specially to Irish national music, and 
sought in his latest compositions to express 
somewhat of the Celtic spirit. 


Ghe Christmas Dinner. 


I believe that the number of turkeys 
eaten in rural Ireland every Christmastide 
is comparatively small in proportion to 
the number reared. This is not very 
surprising when one considers that the 
price of one turkey is generally sufficient 
to supply an entire household with a meal 
of fresh meat or of less costly(fow!l.

A Belfast Family. 


The death in Australia, at the age ol 
sixty-one, of Lieutenant-Colonel Eldred 
C. Pottinger, D.S.0., recalls a famous old 
Belfast family and its share in the build- 
ing up of the Indian Empire. As far 
back at 1613 the amend. head of the 
family, Thomas Pottinger, was Sovereign 
of Belfast, as the chief 1 magistrate of the 
town was then called, and it was another 
Pottinger, a captain in the Royal Navy, 
who conveyed William III. to Ireland in 
his ship, the Dartmouth, in 1690. 

In both the last and the present cen- 
turies the Pottingers distinguished them- 
selves in the military service in India. 
Two of the most eminent and daring of 
them were Sir Henry, born in 1789, and 
his nephew, Eldred, born in 1811, both 
natives of Mount Pottinger, Co. Down, 
now a thriving part of Belfast city. 
Henry was educated at the old Belfast 
Academy and began his career in the 
Navy, but in 1804 he became a cadet in 
the East India Company’s Army and 


General. His facility in mastering 
Eastern languages stood him in good 
stead in 1809-11, when he and a com- 
panion, disguised as Mohammedan mier- 
chants, explored the lands between the 
Indus and Persia. His “ Travels in 
Beloochistan and Scinde,’’ published in 
1816, stil! makes interesting wading, and 
he penetrated districts untrodden by 
Europeans since the time of Alexander 
the Great. Knighted in 1840, he was the 
Plenipotentiary who concluded on board 
the Cornwallis the Chinese Treaty of 
1842, which ceded Hong-Kong to Great 
Britain. 

His nephew Eldred was equally dis- 
tinguished as soldier, linguist and 
intrepid explorer. In 1837, disguised as 
a native Cutch horse-dealer, he explored 
Afghanistan, and was in Herat when it 
was besieged by Persians in 1838. He 
disclosed his identity to the Afghan garri- 
son and earned the honourable title of 
“ defender of Herat.’’ In 1841 again he 
was besieged in Kohistan, but escaped to 
Kabul. where he was imprisoned until 
released by British troops in the next 


year. 
Commenius. 


It seems as though Holland is 
determined to be second to none amvung 
the nations of Europe in the matter of 
social amenities ; a liberal spirit seems to be 
indigenous to the Netherlands. Her latest 
gesture is the gift of the Gothic Church 
of Naarden to the people of Czecno- 
Slovakia; for that church harbours the 
bones of Bohemia’s illustrious scholar and 
hero, Commenius—bones which Bohemia 
sought to submit to exhumation and re- 
patriation, but with which Holland could 
not bear thus to part. . John Amos 
Commenius was born in 1592, and became 
a leader in the Reformation. He was 
especially interested in the study of 
languages, and his ‘“‘Janua Jianguarum 
was the seventeenth century's teacher s 
manual in that line.. He attempted a 
similar task for phenomena in his 
“ Janua Ierum,” but with less success. 
He was encyclopedic in his aim. The 
“ Vestibulium, or Gate to Latin,” played 
the part for the schoolboys of three con- 
tinents, which later fell to the lot of 
Lilley and Kennedy, and is the prototype 
of the direct method. His death took 
place in 1670 in Amsterdam, but the spirit 
of his work haunts the classrooms of to- 
day as a spirit of inspiration. 


Irish Medical Appointment. 


Dr. Arthur’ Chance, who has been 
appointed Professcr of Surgery at thie 
Royal College of Surgeons in Ireland, is 
a member of a family for many years dis- 
tinguished in the world of medicine. 

His father, the late Sir Arthur Chance. 

in. ranlúúhalaiimanaiean againn Was for several years 
President of the 

Royal Academy of 
Medicine in Ireland. 
and in 1904 he was 
elected President of 
the College, to which 
his son is now 
appointed as pro- 
fessor. He served for 
a long period on the 
council of that body. 

Dr. Arthur Chance, 
who took his early 
medical degrees in 
1912, was elected a 
Fellow of the College 
in 1914, and later became L.R.C.P. of 
London, and Fellow of the English College 
of Surgeons. At the University of Dublin 
he carried off the Bennett Medal and was 
elected Surgical Travelling Prizeman in 
1914. 

He has been prominent in hospital work 
in Dublin, his activities including duties 
at Steevens’s Hospital and at the Ortho- 
pedic Hospital. He was formerly resident 
surgeon at Charing Cross Hospital, in 
London, and he is a member of the 
Association of Surgeons of Great Britain 
and Ireland. 


Emily Bronté 


Sir James Barrie once described Emily 
Bronté, the eighty-first anniversary of 
whose death occurred on the 19th of this 
month, as, “our greatest woman.”’ For 
many years the work of her sister 
Charlotte held the field, but it is now 
generally recognised that Emily was the 
greater genius. Certainly, if height and 
quality are to be regarded as criteria of 
literary achievement rather than breadth 
and quantity, then Emily Bronté towers 
far above any other woman writer. 

“ Wuthering Heights’’ was first pub- 
lished in 1847, together with “ Agnes 
Grey,” a novel by Ann Bronté, in three 
volumes, the three making one book. 
‘‘ Agnes Grey” is almost forgotten, and 
‘‘ Wuthering Heights” was looked upon 
by the early critics ag inhuman. Even 
Sydney Dobell, who was the first to 
recognise Emily’s gift, could not under- 
stand ‘‘the employment of the author’s 
wonderful "Ean on a picture so destitute 
sof moral beauty and human worth.’’ But 
“Matthew Arnold hailed the novel as a 
work of genius, and Swinburne was whole- 
hearted in his praise. The few poems that 
Emily left behind her show the same 
vehement courage and passionate strength 
that permeates every page of “ Wuthering 
Heights.” The sisters were paid £50 for 
the book by a publisher of indifferent stand- 
ing, but Emily died before the praise of 
the great crities reached her ears. Not 
that she would have cared: praise and 
blame were alike indifferent to her. She 
took little interest in human heings, and 
lavished. all her affection on animals. 
Reserved, and even taciturn, it is said that 
anyone who éver saw her smile became the 
witness of a marvellous transfiguration. 
No one understood more of Emily Bronté 
than can be gathered from her work. The 
fact that her father was a clergyman from 
County Down, who took a living in York- 
shire, and her mother a Cornish woman, 
may have had something to do with her 
enigmatical nature, but it cannot be held 
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to account for her outstanding genius.

Book Clubs. 


The book world, 
is still divided on 
book clubs.

especially in Arnerica, 
the question of the new 
that country, where

selecting books is flourishing apace, and 
one of the bitterest arguments aroused is 
that of price or discount to these clubs, 
which is larger, because of edition 
printing, than that given to dealers. It 
is unfortunate that the word “best '' 
should be used to describe the chosen book 
of the month; for surely on no subject 
can there be more legitimate difference of 
opinion or more variety of testes. An 
amusing incident occurred recently in 
connection with one of John Erskine’s 
books. It was not selected as the “best” 
of the month. but was put on the 
recommended list. The particular jury 
system concerned allowed returns from 
readers, and about twenty thonsand wrote 
to say that they would like Erskine’s new 
book substituted for the one chosen as the 
leader of the month; but this involved a 
lowering of royalties to which the author 
urbanely demurred. “ I cannot see,” he 
said, ‘‘any reason why I should pay to 
have my book called ‘the second-best of 
the month.’ ”’ 


Mock Curkey. 


“ Christmas is coming and the geese are 
getting fat.’’ What about those who are 
faddists and will not eat meat under any 
conditions? I have a friend who will not 
allow meat in any form into his house. 
Meeting him a few days ago, I asked him 
what he was going to do about it, and he 
just laughed and told me that he never 
had any difficulty as ae always got his 
Christmas dinner sent to him from 
London. He explained that he ordered 
from a certain firm every year a mock 
turkey and a mock chicken and mock duck, 
etc. These extraordinary “ animals ” are 
the vegetarian’; meat. They consist of 
nuts, bread, fruit, and a whole lot of other 
ingredients cleverly made into the shape 
of a turkey or chicken, as the case may 
be, and I am told that it 1s virtually 
impossible for the average person to find 
a flaw in the '“ make up.” 


Wire and Wireless. 


I have just heard of an unusual 
experience which a friend of mine had rhe 
other evening. He wished to listen-in to 
some music being . broadcast from the 
Dublin station, but when he arrived at a 
friend's. house for the purpose, found 
there was nobody in who could adjust th® 
instrument correctly‘ for him. He then 
rang up another man, a wireless 
enthusiast, to see if instructions could be 
given across the telephone, but this also 
proved unsuccessful. He was about to 
abandon the project when the wirelvss 
enthusiast made a suggestion. He him- 
self possessed a portable set, and, telling 
my friend to keep the telephone receiver 
to his ear, he placed the portable set 
beside his telephone, leaving the receiver 
off the rest. In this way the musical pro- 
gramine was heard most distinctly, and a 
combination of “ wire’’ and ‘‘ wireless ” 
produced yet another of those ‘‘ miracles 
of the machine age.” 


Lords of MMisrule. 


Among old Christmas customs of which 
little is heard nowadays was the appoint- 
ment of Lords of Misrule, or masters of 
the Christmas revels. In medisval times 
the duties of these mock-monarchs were 
taken very seriously. At the Universities 
of Oxford and Cambridge a Master of the 
Arts was always appointed; and the 
Mayor and sheriffs of. London had Lords 
of Misrule whose reign was noted for much 
display and expense. The sovereignty of 
these jesters began on Hallow’s Eve and 
continued till Candlemas, and during that 
time anyone seen ‘with a glum face was the 
subject of rough pranks and clowning. 
Finally, the liberties and expenses of the 
Lords of Misrule had to be severely cur- 
tailed, while in Scotland a special act 
suppressing them was passed. The origin 
of the custom dates back to very ancient 
times, some authorities holding that the 
Lords of Misrule were the successors to the 
king of Roman Saturnalia, ws suffered 
martyrdom at the end of the revels.

MERYON ETCHINGS: SPORTING PICTURES. 


The collection of etchings the property of 
the late Mr. Edward” Arnold were sold at 
Christie’s on Tuesday last, and included fifty 
by Charles Meryon in different states. The 
end of the great French etcher was tragic— 
he committed suicide as the result of destitu- 
tion. The lovely series of etchings of Paris 
now so keenly sought after were sold by 
Meryon for a couple of francs apiece, the 
impressions in many cases being on graen 
paper. The highest price at the sale was 
paid for ‘‘L’Abside de Nótre Dame de 
Paris,” first state, which realised 390 guineas, 
and a copy of the third state sold for 250 
guineas. 

Sporting pictures continue to attract con- 
siderable attention, and any good quality 
canvases by eighteenth and eariy nineteenth 
century artists command high prices. The 
portrait of Grimalkin, the winner of the 
Doncaster Cup in 1811, painted by Ben 
Marshall, brought £3,255 at Christie's last 
Friday. This is about double the value 
placed on Grimalkin, who was sold for 1,700 
guineas. Another sporting picture, ‘‘ Hunts- 
men Setting Out,” by Charles Towne, sold 
for 1,000 guineas, the highest price so far 
paid for a painting by this artist.

THE BARLEY AGITATION. 

\ccording to the agricultural statistics, 
1847-1926, barley was grown fairly exten- 
vely in eight counties; eight other counties 
crew no barley, although some of the latter 

outs much more extensively than the 
eaviest barley counties grew barley. This 
agitation, then, on the part of a minority of 
‘farmers to secure the intervention of the 
state to force their policy on a majority to 
the detriment of the latter was a new 
doctrine for democracy, It was interesting to 
ote that the barley-growing area practically 
ncided with that wherein practically three 
jlions of the taxpayers’ money was being 
ent in subsidising a beet factory. Those 
who benefited by the latter scheme were pos- 
sibly nine-tenths barley-growers too.

VOLUNTEER CLASS OF 
ARMY RESERVE,

As an initial step towards the creation 
of the Voluntcer Class of the lree 
State Army Reserve, the details of 
which have been already published 
the authorities wave created a cadet 


unit of the Volunteer Class, and for some 
few weeks these men have been in training. 
Approximately forty cadetships have been 
granted, and in the selection care has been 
exercised to secure a suitable type of man 
and to have the empty officers of the Volun- 
teers representative of all classes of the com- 
munity. This action was necessitated by the 
co Paget of providing as quickly as pos- 

ble a proportion of officers in the volunteer 
units who would not be regulars, and no 
further cadetships will be granted save to 
men from the Volunteer Reserve. 

An Jrish Times representative who visited 
Portobello Barracks last night found the 
cadets undergoing a rigorous training. 
Divided into four squads, they were being 
instructed by a N.C.O, of the regular Army, 
whose duty was to train these future officers 
in all that was necessary to enable them in 
turn to instruct and handle the future hat- 
talions of the Volunteer Reserve. These 
cadets are drawn from all branches of the 
community. There are a number of members 
of the é profession, a few young business 
men, and others from desks and counting 
houses. They have to attend, under regula- 
tion, at least one night each week, but 
virtually all of them are in attendance several 
other nights as well, having taken to their 


military training with that enthusiasm 
which makes for success. Already they 
are picking up their work, and 
some of them tried out last night 


put their comrades through their paces with 
admirable slickness and efficiency, Tn 
addition to their military training in the 
drill-hall they indulged in a vigorous hour’s 
work in the gymnasium. 

Over and above ‘the physical training the 
cadets are supplied wiih military texts, and 
they will be required to pass through a severe 
test of efficiency before they are commis- 
sioned, 

it is the intention that the entire Volunteer 
Class will be officered by men in civil life, 
who are able to spare time for the work.

France 
would not agree to any arbitrary standard 
of measurement, while the country’s re- 
presentatives at the London Conference 
would reserve full sovereignty; and. would 
set forth her needs based 'on security and 
full freedom. — All the members of the 
French Government were in entire agree- 
ment on the policy to be followed in 
London, and the French delegation would 
present a united front.

THE RECENT CONFERENCE. 
A NEWSPAPER REPORT. 


From Revrer's Connesronvent. 
OTTAWA, Friday. 

The Department of External Affairs 
here has issued no statement of conclu- 
sions reached at the recent London Con- 
ference on inter-imperial relations between 
Great Britain and the Dominions, and the 
proposed changes in the present imperial 
statutes which restrict the Dominions’ 
complete legislative rights as defined in 
the declaration of the Imperial Conference 
of 1926. A newspaper summary published 
at Montreal, however, purports to give the 
conclusions of the Conference, and it is 
understood to be fairly accurate. 

By agreement arrived at during the 
Conference, the official document suim- 
matising the conclusions was to have been 
tredted as confidential until all the 
Dominion Governments had _ received 
copies, and any official statement was to 
have been deferred until February, for 
simultaneous publication. The premature 
publication in Canada, through unofficial 
sources, of the main conclusions reached 
by the Conference was based largely on 
obvious conclusions in regard to the re- 
commendation which the Conference must 
make with a view to the removal of the 
constitutional inconsistencies now existing. 
Thése reflected the debate in the Canadian 
Parliament during the last séssion, and 
the statements on the matter made by Mr. 
Mackenzie King, the Prime Minister, and 
Mr. Lapointe, the Minister of Justice, who 
was the Canadian representative at the 
recent Conference in London. 

Officials of the State Department here 
decline to comment on the accuracy of the 
summary, but it may be taken in the main 
as correct. 

THE RECOMMENDATIONS. 

Briefly, the recommendations to which 
the British Parliament will give effect 
early next year—provided that the various 
Governments concerned agree—include the 
abrogation of the Colonia] Laws Validity 
Act, under which any statute passed at 
Westminster had validity over any con- 
flicting Dominion statute, and the abroga- 
tion of the present technical right of 
Governors-General to withhold for His 
Majesty's pleasure assent to any bill con- 
stitutionally passed by a Dominion 
Government. Every Dominion will be 
given the right to establish its own 
—— code and register, although there 
will be ¢onsultation between the Dominion 
Governments and the British Government, 
with a View to securing uniformity in the 
provisions in the Dominions and the 
British codes. 

The proposed Act of Westminster will, 
according to the published summary, 
secure the repeal of anything constitu- 
tionally. repugnant to the. Balfour 
declaration of Dominion status, as passed 
at the Imperial Conference in 1926.

NEW ASPECT OF 
THEATRE FIRF. 


ROBBERY BEFORE OUTHREAK. 


A new aspect of the fire which practically 
destroyed the Southport Opera House eurly 
vesterday was revealed last night. -A state. 
ment was issued by the Southport police to 
the effect that, on examination, the manage- 
ment found that the box office and crush 
room had been broken into and certain pro- 
perties taken. Whether there is any conuec- 
tion between the fire agd the robbery is not 
known. ' The manager of the Opera House 
stated that some money and several bottles 
of whiskey and brandy were stolen. Yester- 
day little more than the walls of the theatre 
were standing. The fire started ahout 4 
a.m,, and four fire engines were pumping 
water upon it till after 10 a.m. 

Lord street, in which the theatre stands, 
is the main thoroughfare and shopping centre 
of Sou rt, and traffic was seriously dis- 
located for a number of hours. Fire- 
man Rigby, while playing a hose, fell from 
a ladder on to the roof below, and was 
stunned, ....He was taken to hospital suffering 
from concussion.

. * However, it. does not follow from this 
that it would be advisable to. shut our 
eyes to the difficulties which have to be 
overcome before trade between the two 
countries will reach the proportions corre- 
eponding to their economic possibilities 
and requirements. 
nobody ean deny the extraordinary rapid 
“eve in the national economy of the 
.8.8.R. The five-years’ plan of economi¢ 
development has already in the first year 
not only been fulfilled, but the estimates 
rovided in the five-years’ plan for 1928-29 
ave been exceeded. ' 

INCREASED INDUSTRIAL OUTPUT. 

The increase ín the output of industry 
in 1928-29 was,24 per cent. over that in 
1927-28, and im 1929-50 it is estimated to 
increase the output by 32 per cent. over 
that in the previous year—the calculations 
are made throughout in unchanging 
values—whereas the annual increase was 
put down in the five years’ plan at 20-21 
per cent. The capital investments in 
wdustry and the construction of electrical 
power stations in 1929-30 is estimated at 
nearly £450,000,000. The greater part of 
this capital expenditure is to be used for 
the construction of new factories and the 
re-equipment of old ones. This in its turn 
will make it necessary te import large 
quantities of machinery and all kinds of 
equipment. 

Consequently—and this is particularly 
important for the prospect of - Anglo- 
Sovict trading relations—the demand on 
the part of the U.S.8.R. is growing, par- 
ticularly for metallurgical products, 
machinery and tools, products of the 
electrical and chemical industries, means 
of transport, ships, etc. The very rapid 
development of State and co-operative 
large-scale agricultural enterprises is 
creating an enormous demand for tractors 


and combines and other complex agri- 
cultural machinery. The demand of the 
Soviet market will make it desirable for 
British industry to study seriously the. 
question ot adaptation to. the peculiarities 
of that market, and at the same time it 
may lead to the expansion of those 
branches of industry, the products of 


which can find a large sale in the U.S.8.R. 
THE PROBLEM OF FINANOE,. 
Another problem to be faced is that 
connected with finance. Without the 
necessary financ®l arrangements for the 
purpose of establishing stable and rapid 
extension of trade between Great Britain 
and the U.S.S.R., the development of 
economic relations is bound to proceed 
more slowly. Endeavouring to carry out 
more rapidly and successfully its plans of 
Socialist reconstruction, the Government 
of the U.8.5S.R., on its side, will be ready 
to take steps towards a settlement of the 
financial claims which -are being made 
upon it, taking into account our counter- 
claims: but whatever steps the Soviet 
Government may take for this purpose, 
they must be directly connected with 
measures favourable to the further de- 
velopment and consolidation of the nationa! 
economy of the U.8.8.R. 
- I hope that these questions will be 
investigated very thoroughly in the coming 
negotiations, and that every effort will be 
made to find a solution to the problems 
confronting us. I should, at the same 
time. add that the Soviet Union—i.c., the 
wide, toiling masses who welcome, the 
restoration and development of Anglo- 
Soviet economic relations—are at the same 
time fully conscious of the important 
successes achieved by Soviet economy, in 
spite of the almost complete foreign 
financial isolation. 
OBLIGATIONS TO BE FULFILLED. 
We have every intention of fulfilling 
loyally any obligations which we wnder- 
take, and at “the same time rely on 
countries in friendly relations with us 
taking into account on their side the un- 
alterable basis of our political and economic 
system. Under such circumstances it will 
be possible to consolidate the relations 
between the U.8.8.R. and Great Britain, 
founded, as they will Se, on mutual benefit. 
and to Jay the foundation of a lasting and 
peaceful co-operation between the pedples 
of the two countries.

THE LOAN TO AUSTIN FRIARS. 


In a leading article the Financio® Wes 
says:—Taking all the circumstances’ into 
aceount, shareholders in the Minging Lane 
Trust, Ltd., have, on the whole, been wise in 
resolving to release the Chairman, his joint 
managing director, and a third member of 
the Board from any claim in connection with 
the loan of £25,000 to the Austin Friars 
Trust, Lid., and the Bank loan in connection 
with that transaction. On a bread view of 
the transaction, the gravamen of the charge 
against these three members of the Board 
would appear to be, not that they had made 
the loan without the sanction of a full disee 
tors” meeting, but that there had been ah 
irregularity in the circumstances in which the 
covering advance was obtained from the 
hankers, who were evidently satisfied ‘as te 
the nature of the security. 

lt has been eontended by Mr. Cyril Atkin- 
aon, K.C., whose opinion was sought in the 
watter, that the loan to the Austin Friars 
Trust was a legitimate transaction within the 
authority of the managing director, and that. 
se far as concerns that aspect, the three direc. 
lors are not personally lable, but that the 
question is whether they are so liable, because 
the meeting at which the seeking of the ad- 
vance from the bank was authorised had not 
properly heen convened.
